Afterward, 
while a deputy assessor in Los An- 
geles, he pocketed personal property 
tax and after a long legal process he 
was sent to .the penitentiary for five 
years. Only this summer, Cobbler died 
at his home in Santa Ana, succumb- 
ing to a lingering, agonizing illness.

Both men belonged in Los Angeles. 


Love who was about US years of age, 
left a widow and several children, 
residing at

street, and 


Swan, whose age was 24, lived with 
his voting wife at 2715 Baldwin street, 
East Los Angeles. The bodies were 
sent in on a special train. 


The bodies of the railroad men were 


friglitfully mangled. 
Both of Swan's 


legs 
were 
crushed 
and only 
re- 


mained to the rest of the body by 
shreds of skin. One leg was nearly 
off at the ankle the other at the knee. 
The top of his skull was mashed in. 
Love's right eyn was destroyed, his- 
nose and frontal bone crushed. 
Be- 


sides many other minor injuries, both 
unfortunates had been horribly scalded. 


The boiler of the machinery shot for- 


ward about a hundred feet and dropped 
almost squarely on the track, but the 
heavy trucks of the '^engine did not 
leave the rails. None of the cars were 
damaged 
in the least. The lifeless 


body of Fireman Swan was picked up 
nearly fifteen feet from the rails.

gineer Love was found lying on the 
top of the tank of the tender. He died 
at 11:42 o'clock, just fifteen 
after the arrival oi a doctor 
from Lancaster, Although the wound- 
ed man moaned A good deal, he only 
spoke once, when he said: "Holdup 
my head."

the future only as they have In the 
past. No decree or agreement of a few 
educated persons will revolutionize tbe 
dictionaries, and even the slightest va- 
riations will be accepted very slowly. 
*\'hat the Longman's contributor calls 
"a purely phonetic system" Is abso- 
lutely impossible with the present al- 
phabet. 
The alphabet would have to 


oe expanded to something like forty 
el.ar.'ictors before we could employ the 
Mi:g!e sign for the single sound ac- 
cording to the scheme thnt is adopted 
in certain dictionaries for the Instruc- 
tion ot foreigners in English. 1'erhnps 
:t may lie said that the necessity of the 
puzzled foreigner proves the absurd- 
ity of our spelling, but it is not likely 
t.i make much of an Impression on the 
native.

United States, and the building of a 
substantial fort, midway between that 
place and the month of the Columbia 
river, -was a most Important event.

ing the dividing line between the do- 


than any other man. marked the tfay 
for the os teams which so shortly aft- 
erwards brought the restless tide of 
elr'llzatlon across the roadless conti- 
nent.

The Fanner's Bird Friends 


Connecticut 
farmers 
found their 


farms overrun with insect pests after 
the birds had been practically destroy- 
ed and they finally secured the passage 
of laws to wrevent their wanton de- 
struction.

Some of the 


farmers even set out cherry and mul- 
berry trees, expecting that the fruit 
vtouId attract to their fields birds which 
would eat the bugs and worms that 
injured their crops. This spring the

robins were not uncommon. As the 
season advanced other birds appeared 
in large numbers and were welcomed. 


It is an old error to suppose that 


birds are the farmer's worst 
enemies. 


No doubt sometimes they 
injure 


the crops; but usually they attack the 
insect pests. Thirty robins 
will keep 


five acres of potatoes free from bugs. 
The meadow lark, instead of hurting a 
clover field, eats grasshoppers in clovei 
time. 
The bluebird, phoebe 
brown 


thrasher, 
kingbird, house-wren and 


catbird are insect eaters, and by their 
services in the field they more tlian 
pay for the small amount of 
fruit 


thev take to varv their diet.

Parsnips are nutritious if used in 


the right season; after they begin Io 
sprout in the spring, if left in the 
ground, both are somewhat poisonous. 
Both sweet and white potatoes are 
allied to severalJforcefuI narcote plants 
and are sleep-producers. 
Squash has 


great food value, similar to the sweet 
potato. Carrots are moderately nutri- 
tious, but are unite as good for poul- 
tices to allay iuflnmation, as for food, 
whose duel use is by its acids to aid 
digestion; use of carrots brings bril- 
liant eyes, glossy hair and clear com- 
plexion. Cucumbers and tmiskmelons 
possess remedial qualities for rheu- 
matism; their juices are emollient and 
soothing in lotions, cold 
cieam or 


pomade. 
Asparagus is at the head of 


the list as a clearing agent for the 
kidneys. 


All varieties of the cabbage family 


contain good supplies of nitrogenous 
compounds, are a mental and physical 
tonic, but unless eaten fresh, are dilti- 
cnlt to digest and have a decided ten- 
dency to produce flatulency. The com- 
mon bean has decidedly the name ten- 
dency, but is more nutritious than 
wheat, but rather coarse food and diffi-
